Elder Nelson speaks at Devotional 


Past brings identity

Members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints are 
blessed today because of promises 
made anciently to the prophet Abra- 
ham, said Elder Russell M. Nelson, a 
member of the Quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles of the LDS Church. 

“Hach one here, no doubt, has at 
one time or another had some sort of 
an identity crisis,” he said ata BYU 
Devotional assembly Tuesday in the 
Marriott Center. “To find identity, 
direction and purpose, it helps to be 
reminded of the past.” 

Elder Nelson said the history of the 
Abrahamic covenant is important to 
members of the Church today. “It has 
everything to do with your identity,” 
he said. “It also relates to the direc- 
tion your lives may take, your choices 
and your challenges. It should even 
influence your selection of your part- 
ner in marriage.” 

Elder Nelson said the purpose of 
his talk was to give a new perspective 
of gratitude at Thanksgiving. Elder 
Nelson said the Lord covenanted with 
Abraham that through his seed all the 


nations of the Earth would be 
blessed. The covenant was so impor- 
tant it was repeated through Isaac, 
Jacob, Joseph and Ephraim and then 
reestablished through Joseph Smith 
Jr., Elder Nelson said. 

“The Master conferred upon 
Joseph Smith priesthood authority 
and the right to convey blessings of 
the Abrahamic covenant to others,” 
Elder Nelson said. The responsibility 
of preparing the leadership of the 
world for the Second Coming of the 
Lord was assigned to the lineage of 
Joseph through Ephraim and Manas- 
sah. “The Lord has called you,” he 
said. “He has chosen you. You have 
inherited greatness of transcendent 
worth.” 

Elder Nelson said the prophets of 
old endured trials just as people do 
today. “Each of them had severe tri- 
als in life — so will each of us, without 
exception,” he said. “Submissive suf- 
fering is just as essential to our sancti- 
fication now as it was to patriarchs 
and prophets before. Knowing who 
we are helps us to endure our own 
Abrahamic tests.” 

Patriarchal blessings can serve as 
personal scripture that identifies 


one’s lineage, reminds the individual 
of his linkage with the past and en- 
courages the awareness of future po- 
tential, Elder Nelson said. Blessings 
of the Abrahamic covenant are con- 
ferred in the temple, he said. “Now, 
with your understanding of the Abra- 
hamic covenant, you may clearly see 
the importance of marrying within 
the covenant to obtain all the bless- 
ings of the covenant,” he said. 

Elder Nelson said Joseph’s inheri- 
tance is the land in the “American 
hemisphere,” identified as being 
“choice above all other lands.” He said 
it was “choice” because it was chosen, 
and not because of its scenery or 
wealth. America was chosen to house 
sacred records, to be the place for the 
restoration of the gospel and to house 
the headquarters of the resorted 
Church. 

Elder Nelson said he is an eyewit- 
ness to the fulfillment of the promise 
made to Joseph Smith by the Lord 
that the ends of the earth should in- 
quire after his name. Nations once 
hostile to the Church are opening 
their doors because they are realizing 
LDS doctrines will strengthen their 
citizens, he said. 


State fines Geneva $41,000 


Air quality standards violated, officials say

Geneva Steel has agreed to pay $41,000 in fines to the

|| dards, according to Geneva officials. 

' However, Geneva President Joe Cannon said the com- 
pany cannot understand how it can fail opacity readings 
and pass health standards at the same time. 

“We ourselves are a little bit perplexed by what may be 
an inconsistency,” said Cannon. “If we are meeting the 
health standards, then how can we be in any violation?” 

The opacity reading is a visual standard used to deter- 
mine what a plant is emitting, while the mass emissions 


test is measured through filters. 


Burnell Cordner, director of the Bureau Air Quality, 
said the opacity test also helps to determine if a facility is 
in compliance with air quality requirements. 

According to Cordner, companies must meet both the 
opacity and emissions requirements in order to be in com- 
pliance with the air quality standards. 

The negotiated settlement comes under the Air Conser- 


meeting and could be introduced in 
the Legislature’s session Jan. 9 
through Feb. 22. “I think we are go- 
ing to have a lot of support because it 
is a good idea,” he said.

Administration predicts 
robust economic growth

WASHINGTON — The Reagan ad- 
ministration issued its final economic 
forecast on Tuesday, optimistically 
predicting that the economy will ex- 
pand at a robust 3.5 percent annual 
rate next year. 

However, private economists said 
the projection was far too rosy and 
would spell big headaches for Presi- 
dent-elect George Bush in his efforts 
to reduce the federal budget deficit. 

The administration also was opti- 
mistic on the outlook for inflation, 
predicting it would ease next year. 
The forecast also said interest rates, 
which have shot up recently because 
of inflationary fears, would drop as 
well. Both of the assumptions are dis- 
puted by private economists. 

The economic forecast provides the 
underpinning for the administration’s 
estimates on government spending 
and revenues and the shortfall be- 
tween the two — the budget deficit. 

The administration often has been 
criticized for basing its budget esti- 
mates on rosy scenarios, only to see 
the deficit swell far higher when the 
optimistic growth outlook did not 
come about. This estimate will form 
the basis for the administration’s final 
budget to Congress in early January. 
The document will cover the 1990 fis- 
cal year, which begins next Oct. 1. 


The administration recently said it 
was expecting a budget deficit of $182 
billion for the next fiscal year, which 
means Reagan will have to come up 
with $32 billion in cuts to meet the 
Gramm-Rudman deficit reduction 
target of $100 billion. 

Beryl Sprinkel, Reagan’s chief eco- 
nomic adviser, told reporters the ad- 
ministration will meet the Gramm- 
Rudman target and will project a 
balanced budget in 1993 without re- 
sorting to increased taxes. 


However, private economists were 


skeptical, contending that Reagan’s 
final budget will make Bush’s deficit 
challenge even more difficult because 
it is based on unrealistic economic as- 
sumptions. 

They said that when the economy’s 
actual performance is reviewed at 
mid-year, Bush may have to propose 
even deeper spending cuts to make up 
for lost revenues or face the prospect 
of doing what Bush has pledged re- 
peatedly not to do: raise taxes. Fail- 
ing both of those, the Gramm-Rud- 
man law could trigger automatic, 
across-the-board spending cuts. 

“To use the administration’s esti- 
mate for budget policy is very risky,” 
said Lawrence Chimerine, head of the 
WEFA Group, a Bala Cynwyd, Pa., 
economic consulting firm. “We've al- 
ready seen signs that the economy is 
slowing.”

quick action on free 
trade approval

TORONTO — Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney said Tuesday his 
party’s election victory is a “clear 
mandate” for the free trade agree- 
ment with the United States, and he 
hopes to implement it on schedule 
Jan. 1. 

Mulroney said Parliament would be 
called into session the week of Dec. 12 
to:.complete necessary legislation. Ac- 
tion in the U.S. Congress has been 
completed. 

His Progressive Conservative 
Party won 170 of the 295 House of 
Commons seats in Monday’s election, 
concluding a tough contest fought on 
the issue of the trade pact Mulroney 
and President Reagan signed last 
January. 

The Liberal Party led by John 
Turner, who ran a one-issue cam- 
paign calling for cancellation of the 
agreement, won 82 seats and Ed 
Broadbent’s socialist New Democrats 
got 43 seats. Broadbent also opposed 
the deal. 

Reagan congratulated Mulroney in 
a telephone call Tuesday from his 
ranch in Santa Barbara, Calif. 

“In recent years, relations between 
the United States and Cainada have 
been marked by cooperative dialogue 
and a remarkable record of mutually 
beneficial achievement,” he said in a 
statement released by the White 
House. 

Mulroney said in a nationally tele- 
vised news conference: “The Cana- 
dian people have given us a clear man- 
date to implement the free trade 
agreement. We intend to do so.” 

He said he spoke to President-elect 
George Bush on Tuesday and was 
willing to meet with him before 
Bush’s inauguration in January. 

Not since 1953 had a party won two 
consecutive majorities, and the Con-

Turner and other opponents 
claimed it endangered Canada’s ex- 
tensive social and health care pro- 
grams and even its sovereignty. They 
said a nation of 26 million people 
would be overwhelmed by the eco- 
nomic powerhouse to the south. 

The prime minister said guaran- 
teed access to the huge U.S. market 
insures Canadian prosperity. 

He said Canada is mature and fully 
able to compete without the system of 
high tariffs it began constructing in 
the 19th century. All remaining tar- 
iffs will be phased out over 10 years. 

Supporters called for a “leap of 
faith” in accepting the deal as good for 
Canada. 


Mystery-shrouded B-2 bomber unveiled

PALMDALE, Calif. — The Air Force unveiled 
its sinister-looking B-2 Stealth bomber Tuesday, 
giving the world its first look at the gray-and-black 
flying wing designed to evade enemy radar and 


deliver nuclear weapons. 


The bomber, which has never been flown, was 
towed slowly out of a hangar at Air Force Plant 42 
in the Mojave Desert to cheers from an invitation- 
only crowd of 2,000 workers, military brass, media 


and industry representatives. 


The B-2, built primarily by Northrop Corp., re- 


sembles a huge, tailless manta ray, with wide 
sweeping wings blending smoothly into rounded 
cockpit and engine housings on the top side. 

The rollout ceremony, conducted before a giant 
American flag, was in part a celebration of U.S. 
in part, a bit of high-tech 


industrial ingenuity and 
saber rattling. 


Gen. Larry D. Welch, the Air Force’s chief of 
staff, said the plane’s declared ability to slip 
through radar at all altitudes to deliver its payload 
of nuclear bombs represents a potent deterrent to 
those who would attack the United States. 

“Its stealth capability will permit it to penetrate 


the most sophisticated air defenses and survive 
well into the 21st century,” Welch said. “The B-2 is 
a superb example of the inherent technological ad- 
vantage of free society.” 

The rollout came three weeks after the Pen- 
tagon’s release of a photo of another closely 
guarded project, Lockheed Corp.’s Stealth fighter, 
the F-117A. That plane has been flying since 1981 
and was declared ready for wartime missions in 
1983; its existence was acknowledged because the 
Air Force was preparing to start its first daylight 
flights. Nearly everything surrounding the Stealth 
bomber is secret, including the cost. 
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JFK is celebrated, mourned 25 years later 


WASHINGTON — John F. Kennedy’s family and friends paused Tuesday 
to celebrate his life and mourn the dreadful moment 25 years ago when the 
youthful president was murdered in Dallas and “the heartbeat of a nation stood 
still.” 

Kennedy was remembered in the salutes of an elite Army unit, in the simple, 
graveside tribute of his longtime secretary, in a private Mass for his widow 
and children, in a vigil in the Capitol Rotunda, and with flowers at home and 
abroad — including the single white rose left by his youngest and only 
surviving brother at a historic meadow in England. 

Although no official ceremonies were held in Dallas, about 2,500 people 
thronged Dealey Plaza, where Kennedy was felled by an assassin’s rifle as he 
waved to crowds from an open limousine at midday Nov. 22, 1963. 

The president’s widow, Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, and her two children, 
John Jr. and Caroline, attended a private Mass at St. Thomas More’s Roman 
Catholic Church in New York City. However, the family planned no public 
appearances. 

Eunice Kennedy Shriver, the president’s sister, and a black-clad Ethel 
Kennedy, widow of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., who was assassinated 
in June 1968, made early-morning visits to the two Kennedy gravesites. 

Evelyn Lincoln, the late president’s personal secretary, made her annual 
pilgrimage to the grave. “It’s the least I can do,” she said. 


Airlines put fare changes into effect 


NEW YORK — The nation’s biggest airlines said Tuesday they are going 
through with previously-disclosed plans to boost most of the lowest discount 
air fares and eliminate cheap fares booked shortly before a flight. 

The changes, announced last week, would revamp the popular advance-pur- 
chase “MaxSaver” fares used by most vacation travelers. They would also 
drop the so-called “junk fares” available four to seven days before a flight, 
which are used mainly by business travelers. 

The changes were scheduled to go into effect at midnight Tuesday. 

“At this point, everything looks go,” said Red Tyler, a spokesman for 
Northwest Airlines at its headquarters in Eagan, Minn., said. 

Other major carriers adopting the changes include United Airlines, Ameri- 
can Airlines, Trans World Airlines Inc. and Delta Air Lines. 

Under the Maxsaver changes, fares for longer flights generally will be 
raised while those for shorter hauls will mostly be reduced. 


Judge will consider North's objections 


WASHINGTON — The judge in the Iran-Contra case agreed Tuesday to 
consider Oliver L. North’s objections to deleting sensitive references from 
classified documents prosecutors want to use as evidence. 

U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell scheduled closed hearings beginning 
Nov. 30 “and continuing thereafter from day-to-day as long as necessary” to 
discuss the proposed deletions of references to sensitive matters, including the 
names of countries, foreign officials and U.S. intelligence agents. 

Independent counsel Lawrence E. Walsh has proposed deleting the refer- 
ences from the 350 documents he wants to use as evidence against the former 
presidential aide to protect U.S. intelligence operations and relations with 
foreign countries. 

. An interagency task force that reviewed the material has agreed to allow 
“Walsh to use the documents as evidence in a public trial if the sensitive 
‘references are deleted.

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Thanksgiving holiday often lost

Thanksgiving, a day originally cele- 


brated by our founding fathers to give 
thanks for the many freedoms and op- 
portunities enjoyed in America, 


-seems to be squeezed out and lost 


within the Christmas-time bliss. 

The city of Provo officially begins 
its Christmas season the day after 
Thanksgiving, but in order to have all 
the decorations ready for the official 
ceremonies, Christmas decorating 
must begin two weeks in advance. 

Glen Spivey, Provo distribution 
manager, said, “We don’t decorate for 
Thanksgiving, because we have to be-

significantly more evidence of deteri- 
oration in two areas of the brain stem; 
the locus ceruleus and the substantia 
nigra, than non-depressed subjects. 

These parts of the brain produce 
two neurotransmitters believed to be 
important in keep- 
ing people free of 
depression; nore- 
pinephrine, which 
is involved in mood 
and sleep cycles, 
and dopamine, 
which is involved in 
physical move- 
ment. 

The researchers 
- concluded that ab- 
normalities in the neurotransmitter 
system may increase depression in 
demented patients. According to 
Goodenough, sick brain cells affect all 
neurotransmitters. He said when 
neurotransmitters are depleted, de- 
pression increases. 

“Not every Alzheimer patient has 
depression,” said Goodenough. “The 
hard part is sorting out the ones who 


_ are affected and the ones who aren’t.” 


Goodenough said although there is 
a 95 percent accuracy rate in diagnos- 
ing Alzheimer’s disease, the disease 
can never be officially diagnosed until 
an autopsy is completed, diagnosing 
the person. “We can never say it is 
100 percent that a person has 
Alzheimer’s,” said Goodenough. 

“It would be areal tragedy .. . to let 


-acase go where something could have 


been done,” said Goodenough. He 
said many cases that may look like 
Alzheimer’s disease have been cases 
of water on the brain, brain tumor ora 
cause of multiple strokes. 

According to Goodenough, those 
affected with Alzheimer’s disease ex- 
perience symptoms such..as dosing 
their ability to focus their attention on 
a particular subject, forgetting-where 
they are, showing a loss of recent 
memory (may remember childhood 
but can’t remember eating breakfast) 
and may show inappropriate behav- 
ioral emotions such as talking out loud 
in church. 

Goodenough said although 
Alzheimer’s disease may not be cur- 
able, it is certainly manageable. 
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gin at the beginning of November to 
decorate for Christmas.” 

Spivey said the city gets complaints 
every year about the decorations go- 
ing up so early. 

“Many people feel that Thanksgiv- 
ing is skipped over and forgotten. But 
they do not understand that we have 
to start early in order to be ready. If 
we didn’t have the decorations ready 
for Christmas, the merchants would 
be upset,” Spivey said. 

The director of consumer affairs for 
the National Turkey Federation, 
Teresa Fareny, said, “It’s unfortu- 
nate, but it seems that most stores 
are eager to capture the Christmas 
customers; therefore, more and more 
time is spent to prime the customers 
to think beyond the Thanksgiving hol- 
iday.” 

According to Linda Walton, the ex- 
ecutive director of AIM, an organiza- 
tion of Provo merchants, the Provo 
Chamber of Commerce does not begin 
its Christmas activities until the day 
after Thanksgiving. 

“We think it is important to hold off 
on the Christmas activities until after 
Thanksgiving, so we do not have the 
parade or any of the concerts until 
after Thanksgiving,” according to 
Walton. 


375 Utah taxpayers 
have yet to receive 


their refund checks

Three hundred and seventy-three 
taxpayers in Utah have not received 
their Internal Revenue Service re- 
fund checks amounting to more than 
$142,000, said an IRS news bulletin. 

“Some unclaimed refunds date back 
to 1984. Some are as little as $2, but 
two refunds amount to more than 
$7,500 each,” said Bill Craig, public 
affairs officer for the IRS. 

“The money for the tax refunds is 
always available, there is no statute 
of limitations,” said Craig. 

If the money is undeliverable, the 
checks are put into an excess collec- 
tions account where they receive in- 
terest, but that interest is not given 
to the individuals to whom the funds 
belong, said Craig. 

“The IRS keeps the interest be- 
cause it wasn’t the IRG’s fault that the 
checks were undeliverable,” he said. 

According to Carol M. Fay, district 
director for Utah, the taxpayers may 
have moved or changed their last 
names during the year and failed to 
notify the IRS. “Sometimes the hand- 


writing on-the tax return simply may - 


be illegible,” she said. 

The most common problem with re- 
turning the. checks, according. to 
Craig, is that the addresses are 
wrong. are

There is always time for 
Christmas, and we do not want our 
customers to think that we do not care 
about Thanksgiving.” 

Nelson said, “It’s unfortunate, but 
it seems that the decorating begins 
earlier and earlier each year.”

denounced her opinion as pro-criminal, 


and hopelessly weak and liberal. 

She returned to class later 
that week with statistics and 
statements supporting her posi- 
tion, but no one would consider 
the evidence. Once again the stu- 
dents enthusiastically supported 
the death penalty, some men- 
tioning the “doctrine” of blood 
atonement, others referring to 
the scriptures and nearly all as-~ 


serting the need for us to deter murderers through 
the death penalty to make our nation safe. 

There are, of course, scriptural instances. in 
which the death penalty appears as a mandate 
from the Lord. But Jesus himself, much to the 
chagrin of the scribes and Pharisees, asks “he that 
is without sin” to “cast the first stone” in the execu- 
tion of an adulterous woman. He does this in con- 
tradiction to the very death penalty that he as 
Jehovah had given as part of the Law of Moses. 

And so the scriptures indicate a certain ambigu- 
ity as to when the death penalty can be justified. It 
seems, then, that we should consider the death 
penalty in terms of its intended purpose and actual 
effects in our modern context. In any case, we 
should not simplistically consider the death 
penalty from the point of view that it is a Church 


What do to do with a housing contract 


The scenario: you are approaching 
the end of the semester and you de- 
cide that you want to marry that spe- 
cial someone. Or maybe you cannot 
stand your roommate’s cooking any 
longer, or possibly you are through 
dealing with college. The problem ex- 
ists — what do I do with my housing 
contract? 

First of all, you should realize that 
housing contracts are as legally bind- 
ing as any other contract. You are 
responsible to provide tenancy in 
your apartment for the contracted pe- 
riod. The initial step is to determine 
who is responsible to fill the contract: 
you or your landlord. 

If it is mainly your responsibility, 
you still may be able to negotiate 
something, such as forfeiting your de- 
posit or your prepaid rent. Some 
apartment managers may offer to put 
the contract on a waiting list to be 
sold. However, one warning about 
lists — lists are great if you are at the

Once, while covering a trial in 
Provo’s District Court, I arrived 
early and observed the judge sentenc- 
ing offenders for the various crimes 
they had committed. It was routine, 
for the most part, and the convicted 
were sentenced to either the county 
jail or the state prison, or merely 
given probation. 

All of those sentenced that day, 
save one, begged the judge for le- 
niency. The lone prisoner faced the 
judge.

He was obviously suffering severe 
withdrawal pains from an illegal sub- 
stance.

Physical attractiveness in babies 
plays an important role in how much 
physical contact a baby receives from 
his mother, according to a study by a 
University of Utah scholar. 

Directed by psychologist R. 
Christopher Barden, a William T. 
Grant Foundation scholar at the Uni- 
versity of Utah, the study found 
mothers of babies with severe head 
and facial deformities cuddle and 
smile at them less than those with 
normal infants, but few acknowledge 
the lack of nurturing behavior. 

The study’s results provide “strong 
confirmation” that infant attractive- 
ness is an important element of the 
quality of mother-infant interactions, 
according to the New York Founda- 
tion. 

A study conducted by Harlow and 
Harlow in 1969 found that soft, con- 
tact comfort was the most critical 
variable in infant attachment, accord- 
ing to Larry C. Jensen, professor of 
psychology at BYU 

Yet, if the infant is not physically 
attractive, he or she will not receive 
that important contact. 

Jensen said, “Researchers have 
found that children who are securely 
attached during the first year and a 
half of life are more competent later in 
childhood. Securely attached children 
tend to be social leaders and teachers 
rate these children as more forceful, 
self-directed and eager to learn. Chil- 
dren who are insecurely attached are 
more withdrawn than securely at- 
tached children, less curious about 
novel stimuli and do not pursue goals 
as well.” 

In the study directed by Barden, 
18-minute videotapes were made of 
10 mothers and their. 4-month-old ba- 
bies. Each session was divided into a 
10-minute free play period, a five- 


minute period in which the mothers [ 


were asked to try to get their babies 
to vocalize and a three-minute period 
in which the infants were placed face- 
to-face with their mothers, who were 
instructed to imitate their babies’ ex- 
pressions and actions. 


Jensen said, “As early as three | 
months, the child can recognize the | 


mother’s face from a photograph and 
in six months can discriminate the 
mother’s face from a stranger’s. 

“The infant not only recognizes the 
differences in faces but actually 
learns from the face that appear in its 
world. Young infants can imitate an 
adult sticking out his tongue, opening 
his mouth or protruding his lower 
hip? 

Trained observers in the Barden 


study found that mothers of deformed } | 


babies touch them only a fifth as much | 


as mothers touched their normal in- 
fants. They spent only a third as much 
time demonstrating toys to the babies 
and smiled or laughed at them only 
half as much. 

In turn, the deformed infants 
touched their mothers and smiled or 
laughed at them only a fourth as much 
as the normal babies did. They cried 
more than twice as much and re- 
sponded to their mother’s voice only a 
fifth as much, Barden found. 

The findings suggest that mothers 
“are either unwilling to admit or un- 
aware of the difficulties and stress 
imposed by their deformed child,” 
Barden said. 

“This view is buttressed by several 
years of research with such families 
by our own group and others and by 
the recurrent finding that members of 
Western cultures tend to underesti- 
mate the importance of attractive- 
ness in social interactions,” he said. 

Barden’s study also found that 
when shown photographs of infants 
and children before and after cranio- 
facial surgery, they responded much 
more positively to the after-surgery

Disorder victims meet for holiday

Several hundred victims of eating disor- 
ders will be able to enjoy eating their - : 
Thanksgiving dinner this year as the an- 
nual National Eating Disorders Week is 


being celebrated by a third annual Thanks- 


giving feast at Deaconess Hospital in St. 


Louis. 


Felix Larocea, a child psychiatrist who 
specializes in treating disorders like anorexia and 
bulimia, originated the idea of having eating disor- 
der patients eat together because the idea of eating 
with someone they know has the same problem

Two-hundred and sixty eating disorders pa- 
tients, their families, friends and hospital staff 
members are expected to attend this year’s 
Thanksgiving feast. In addition to the meal, semi-

PRETORIA, South Africa — The government Tuesday 
announced it had joined Cuba and Angola in approving a 
U.S.-mediated plan to remove 50,000 Cuban troops from 
Angola and set the stage for the independence of South- 


West Africa. 


“The hard nut that had to be cracked has been cracked,” 
said Foreign Minister Pik Botha, whose government for 
years has linked the independence of South-West Africa, 
also known as Namibia, to a Cuban withdrawal. 

Botha said negotiations were taking place in New York 
to establish a mutually acceptable system for verifying all 
phases of the withdrawal, which is expected to be con- 


ducted over a 27-month period. 


If this matter is resolved, Botha said, the three coun- 
tries would sign a formal agreement and the United Na- 
tions would proceed to set a timetable for implementing

Barbara said she used to fix herself a 
small salad for Thanksgiving dinner while 
the rest of her family sat down to turkey 
and dressing. Now she can enjoy eating 
without feeling the guilt. 


The spokesperson said that what should be a 


holiday for millions of eating disorder sufferers 
turns out to be a nightmare. 

She said the thought of food is repulsive to many 
sufferers. “Most celebrations for Christmas and 
Thanksgiving involve a huge meal,” said the 
spokesperson. 

She said it is hard for bulimics because they like 
to binge on excess food, then purge to get rid of 
excess calories. 

Because anorexics often refuse to come to family 
gatherings because of the food they become de- 


pressed and withdrawn.

Validity of achievement tests questioned

Utah elementary and secondary 
school students are scoring well on 
achievement tests despite doubts 
that test scores around the nation are 
accurate, said a Utah Foundation Re- 
port. 

The report said Friends for Educa- 
tion, Inc., a non-profit organization 
working for public education account- 
ability, questioned the validity of 
tests given to U.S. elementary school 
students. 

The questions arose when it was 
observed that West Virginia’s third 
grade and sixth grade students 
ranked in the 65th and 62nd percen- 
tiles respectively in the widely ac- 
cepted Comprehensive Test of Basic 
Skills. 

This was compared to a national 
norm 50th percentile as set by the 
publisher of the test. 

The Foundation reported that this 
was in contrast with reports from the 
U.S. Department of Education that 
said West Virginia at the time had the 
third lowest college entrance exam 
scores in the nation. 

Friends for Education estimated 


that 90 percent of U.S. elementary | 


students recorded scores higher than 
the national norm. 

“This, of course, is a mathematical 
and statistical absurdity,” said the re- 
port. 

“The reason that all of the states 
- can claim to be scoring above average 
is that there is no standard elemen- 
tary level test given to students na- 
tionwide to permit compilation of test 
scores . . . and provide a basis for 
calculating an authentic national av- 
erage or norm.” 

The Foundation said the norms are 
based on scores made by publisher- 
selected norm groups. 

“It would be statistically possible, 
although essentially meaningless, for 
100 percent of the students taking any 
or all of the tests to score above the 
norm.” 

Dr. Vern Brimley, administrative 
assistant to the superintendent at 
Provo School District, said the norms 
on the test Provo uses is old. He said 
local student scores are compared to 
the norms set by the publisher of the 
test. 

“They pick out several areas

throughout the country to give the 
test, which sets the norm,” he said. 
“If the average score is 76 that num- 
ber becomes the 50th percentile. Our 
students do better than the norm if 
they score over 50.” 

Brimley said they test students to 
see how the district is doing, receive a 
“reflection” of what is important na- 


tion-wide and meet testing require- 
ments for federal programs and fund- 
ing. 

The Utah Foundation said sec- 
ondary tests such as the ACT and 
SAT are subject to stricter controls 
and supervision making it possible to 
compare scores to the rest of the na- 
tion.

The Better Business Bureau in Salt 
Lake City has been receiving com- 
plaints and inquiries from Utahns 
concerning sweepstakes, exotic vaca- 
tions and charitable donations. 


The bureau advises people to re- | 


view contest rules because it doesn’t 
know if all groups are legitimate. 
Many . inquiries about luxury 
cruises and vacations continue to 
come into the bureau. Utah residents 
have received mailers from Global 
Travel of Sparta, Tenn. A luxury 


cruise to the Bahamas, as well as a - 


vacation to Florida, are offered in the 
mailers. The bureau warns con- 
sumers that travel expenses to F'lor- 
ida are not paid for by Global. Neither 
are lodging, taxes or entertainment. 

“We received more than 4,300 in- 
quiries in October and more than 
59,000 last year,” said Bill Beadle 
president of the Better Business Bu 
reau of Utah. 

More than 200 callers asked about 
donation requests from three charita- 
ble organizations. “They send out let- 
ters from an attorney which says that 
you’ve won a $5,000 sweepstakes,” 
said Beadle. 
Fund, Cancer Fund of America, 
Walker Cancer Research and other 
charitable organizations have sent 
out the direct mail appeals. 

A careful review of all contest rules 
and promotional material is strongly 
advised, said Beadle. 

No donation is usually required to 
enter these sweepstake offers. “Give 
but give wisely, any prizes or gifts 
should be secondary considerations in 
who you donate to,” said Beadle. 

Consumers often learn that the of- 
fers actually cost more than regular 
vacation packages. “There are many 
people who never go on these vaca- 
tions due to scheduling problems or 
the company going out of business,” 
said Beadle.
